Legislature sets funds

The state legislature has delivered its 
verdict on the Mississippi Association of 
Community College’s budget proposal 
for the 2013-14 Fiscal Year, according to 
ICC President Dr. David Cole. 

After reviewing the MACJC’s request 
for financial support for mid-level fund¬ 
ing, capital improvements and dropout 
recovery, legislators have allotted to 
community colleges level funding, 
workforce training funds, additional 


repair and renovation appropriations and 
finances for construction. 

The allocation of level funding to 
community colleges means that the insti¬ 
tutions will receive the same amount 
they were given for the past fiscal year; 
increases in workforce training funds 
will go directly to employers in need of 
such education for their employees; the 
$400m000 distributed to ICC for repairs 
and renovations will go to campus 
upkeep; and the $1.9 million bond bill 
issued to the College already has been 


earmarked for construction work. 

The denial of the MACJC’s requested 
operational funding compounded with 
the drop enrollment over the past three 
years is forcing ICC to resort to certain 
budget adjustments. 

According to Cole, approximately 
2,000 adults have left the College to 
reenter the job market as the economy 
stabilizes. Although a positive outcome 
for those working, this has reduced the 
school’s income substantially. — See 
VERDICT, p. 8 .

Book buyback 
begins on both the 
Fulton and Tupelo 
campuses of Itawamba 
Community College, 
May 1. 

“Students must be 
aware of the proce¬ 
dures for book buyback 
in advance,” said 
Buddy Collins, vice 
president of Student 
Services. 

Buyback at the 
Fulton Campus will be 
at the Student 
Activities Center and at 
the Tupelo Campus in 
the Multi-Purpose 
Building. 

The dates are May 1 
and 2 from 8 a.m.-6 
p.m.; May 3 from 8 
a.m.-4:30 p.m. and 
May 6 and 7 from 8 
a.m.-5 p.m. 

Book buyback pro¬ 
cedures include 

1. Students must 
present a current stu¬ 
dent ID or driver’s 
license before selling 
any books. 

2. Students will only 
be allowed to sell back 
books for classes which 
appear on their sched¬ 
ule. No one will be 


allowed to sell anoth¬ 
er student’s books. 

3. Copies of your 
schedule will be print¬ 
ed for you at the first 
station of the book buy¬ 
back each time you 
visit. Once you receive 
your schedule and 
your visit has been 
recorded, you must 
sell the books selected 
at that time on that 
visit. 

4. You will receive a 
receipt for the amount 
of your books. Any 

balance owed in the 
Business office will be 
deducted from the 
amount of the book 
refund. The remain¬ 
der will then be deliv¬ 
ered based on the des¬ 
ignation of the stu¬ 
dent’s Higher One 
account.This 
includes: 

a. Higher One will 
mail a check to the stu¬ 
dent’s designated address. 

b. Higher One will 
deposit the money into 
the student’s designat¬ 
ed account or 

c. Higher One will 
apply the money to the 
student’s Higher One 
card.

The last day of exams is May 
7, and all resident students are

Regular students should con¬ 
tact a resident assistant at least a 
day in advance to schedule a 
checkout time.

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Follow these 
exam study tips

At the end of each semester, students always 
fear the arrival of “exam time.” 

If students take the time to do a few simple 
things to help study, they’ll find that preparing for 
an exam doesn’t have to be so stressful. 

Dr. Bronson Prochaska, director of Student 
Success at ICC, has several tips to assist. 

A couple of weeks before the exam, students 
should create study sheets for each class with key 
information needed to be focused on for the exam. 

The night before the exam, students should 
read through their study sheets, organize materi¬ 
als, set their alarm to get up early and get a good 
night’s rest. 

On exam day, students should get up early, eat 
a good breakfast, relax before the exam and mini¬ 
mize their contact with other students who are 
unprepared and negative. 

“If you are tense on the day of the exam, just 
try to relax and take a few deep breaths,” 
Prochaska said. “Also, remember that you have 
studied and are prepared. As well, be aware of the 
time you have for the exam and look over all of 
the questions before you begin. You should con¬ 
sider answering the questions worth the most 
points first. Nevertheless if you get to a question 
to which you don’t know the answer, skip it but 
don’t forget to go back and answer it later. Make 
sure your name is on the test and go back over all 
of the questions to make sure you have answered 
them all. Just remember not to stress out. It’s not 
the end of the world.” 

Prochaska reminds students that the Fulton 
Campus Student Success Center will host exam 
cram sessions the Wednesday, Thursday and 
Monday nights during exam week. “We want stu¬ 
dents to have a place where they can study alone 
or with their friends, so we will stay open until 
midnight those three nights. We are also offering 
coffee and snacks for students joining us for our 
exam cram sessions.”

ICC honors top scholars 
during 6 evening of celebration’

Itawamba Community College 
recognized its top scholars during 
the annual honors ceremony, Apr. 2, 
at the Fulton Campus. 

“An Evening of Celebration: 
Honoring Academic Excellence 
Across the Curriculum,” featured 
the presentation of division and 
departmental awards as well as the 
recognition of PTK’s All- 
Mississippi Academic Team repre¬ 
sentatives from ICC. 

Author Steve Williford of 
Memphis, Tenn. related the story of 
his neighbor, Kevin, who has cere¬ 
bral palsy, to challenge the honor 
students to “look for opportunities to 
celebrate life’s events.” 

Williford also told about his years 
as a student at Colonial Elementary 
School in Memphis. “I had some 
challenges; I was the shortest, 
youngest and I wore corrective 
shoes. I had a flat top that didn’t 
work. I had a cowlick. I had a prob¬ 
lem that confounded speech pathol¬ 
ogists. My ‘sh sounded like a ‘w.’” 

Williford said he had a lot of red 
on his papers. 

“We had two reading groups,” 
Williford recounted, “the redbird 
(A) and the bluebird (B). I wasn’t in 
either one. We had the sparrow read¬ 
ing group; there were only two of us 
in it. I and another student, who is 
now an air traffic controller.” 

Williford said that he had to 
repeat fourth grade, but he attributed 
his turnaround to Mrs. Ruth Riley. 
“She patted me on the shoulder,” he 
said, “and said ‘you can do it.’ It 
opened a glimpse of hope.” 


“You can’t be all that you could 
be until you accept yourself,” 
Williford said. “You can’t make 
anybody else feel good.” 

Williford said that Kevin knew 
everybody in the neighborhood. 
“The first time I saw him, he shook 
my hand,” Williford recalled. “He 
said, ‘Hi, I’m Kevin. I have cerebral 
palsy’” 

“I looked forward to getting 
home to shake Kevin’s hand.” 

Williford emphasized, “Kevin is 
a perfect example of self-confi¬ 
dence. You can articulate your feel¬ 
ings if you have good self confi¬ 
dence. Kevin is a tremendous exam¬ 
ple of finding a time to celebrate. 
Look for opportunities to celebrate 
life’s events.”

Good, 
not great 
movie 

“The Frankenstein 
Theory” (1 hr. 27 
minutes) 

This new movie is 
directed by Andrew 
Weiner, and the cast 
includes Kris 
Lemche, Heather 
Stephens, Eric 
Zuckerman, Brian 
Henderson and Joe 
Egender. 

It’s not rated 
despite being in the 
horror, 

suspense/thriller 

genre. 

The “Frankenstein 
Theory” (2012) is a 
American horror film 
from the creators of 
the “Last Exorcism” 
and carries on in the 
vein of the “Trail 
Hunter” and the 
“Dinosaur Project.” 

In this movie, a 
professor leads a 
film crew to the 
Arctic Circle to find 
truth in the tale of 
Mary Shelley’s tale 
of “Frankenstein.” 
That is logical due to 
versions of 
Frankenstein having 
Dr. Frankenstein's 
records being 
involved in a story in 
which the records 
caretaker or profes¬ 
sor passed on the 
records of the 
Creature to his sis¬ 
ter, from which 
Shelley made seem¬ 
ingly into a fictional 
account. 

“The Frankenstein 
Theory” movie 
seamlessly weaves 
some historical con¬ 
text into a theoreti¬ 
cally non-fictional 
account with the 
movie’s professor 
John Venkenheim 
(Kris Lemche), who 
makes scientific 
headway into new 
waters with the 
Creature from 
Shelley’s 
“Frankenstein” by 


knitting together liter¬ 
ary and theatrical 
elaborations on her 
work. 

The word “seam¬ 
lessly” is used 
because the movie 
cleverly makes the 
professor’s ancestor 
a scientist of the 
bygone era in which 
scientific study and 
discovery was in 
secrecy with alleged 
illuminati, even. This 
ancestor was 
involved in genetics 
before Gregor 
Mendel had reached 
first base on his dis¬ 
coveries on heredity. 
At some point a terri¬ 
ble accident resulted 
in the disfigured 
creature (don’t forget 
it was the era when 
doctors had to rob 
graves or pay grave 
robbers for corpses 
on which to experi¬ 
ment and study). 
Then with a dose or 
two of Dr. 
Frankenstein inter¬ 
twined and various 
other processes in 
the story, the 
Creature became a 
legitimate work of 
non-fiction. It is also 
supported by the 
movie treating the 
Creature as existing 
in fact in the frigid 
northlands. 

I do recommend 
this movie because it 
is an item on the 
Frankenstein shelf 
and does have some 
place in the 
Frankenstein time¬ 
line. Shelley was in 
the periods when the 
literary giants were 
writing in English, 
and the writers had 
to rely on intuition, 
imagination, integrity 
and ingenuousness 
to find their place in 
history. That being 
said, this movie is 
bound to have a 
niche. I didn’t say it 
was a great movie, 
but it’s probably as 
good as any I saw at 
Walmart where I 
found it. — Robert

“As a result of no increase in 
operational funding for ICC, the 
College has enacted measures to 
cope with the loss of funding 
resulting from a drop in enroll¬ 
ment,” Cole said. 


Such measures include a transfer 
of $1 million from the school’s 
reserve funds to its operating fund, 
a 10 percent increase in tuition 
rates, cuts in discretionary budgets 
ad a reduction in college personnel. 


In reference to these acts, Cole 
said, “It is regrettable the College is 
having to reconcile a loss of fund¬ 
ing which will impact both person¬ 
nel and student services.” 

He said there is hope. “Because 


the economy is improving, next 
year community colleges will 
receive an increase in appropria¬ 
tions in an effort to address state 
statutes that call for mid-level fund¬ 
ing.”

Walden 
set for SHOF 
induction 


Chieftain Reports 

Former three-sport star Jim Walden will be 
inducted into the Mississippi Association of 
Community and Junior Colleges Sports Hall 
of Fame in a formal ceremony tomorrow night 
at the Muse Center on the Rankin Campus of 
Hinds Community College. 

Walden played football, basketball and 
baseball at Itawamba Junior College from 
1956-57. The Aberdeen native earned All- 
American status as a quarterback for the 
Indians before transferring to play at the 
University of Wyoming under legendary 
coach Bob Devaney in the 1958 and ‘59 sea¬ 
sons. 

Walden was one of 33 players selected by 
the Denver Broncos in the first AFL Draft in 
1960. He played in the Canadian Football

|/ 01 before starting his coaching 

career at the high school 
level in his native 
Mississippi. 

Walden began his col¬ 
lege coaching career in 
1969 at the University of 
Nebraska on Devaney’s 
staff, where he assisted with 
-back-to-back national cham¬ 
pionship teams in 1970 and 1971. After the 
1972 season, Walden served for four seasons 
as an assistant coach at the University of 
Miami before being ma,ed the offensive back- 
field coach at Washington State University in 
1977.

The next year Walden was promoted to 
head coach of the Cougars and kept that posi¬ 
tion from 1978-86. His signature season was 
in 1981, when he was selected as the Pac-10 
Coach of the Year after leading the WSU 
squad to the Holiday Bowl, which was the 
school’s first bowl appearance in 51 years. He 
was also named Pac-10 Coach of the Year two 
seasons later when his 1983 team finished 
third in the conference, and his 1985 team won 
its third Apple Cup (rivalry game vs. 
Washington) in four seasons, which has been 
accomplished only two other times in the his¬ 
tory of its football program. 

Following the 1986 season, Walden left 
WSU to become head coach at Iowa State, 
where he remained for eight seasons and ranks 
sixth all-time at ISU in total wins.
